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OW that complete registration figures for June, 1927, 

are available through Automotive Daily News, com- 
parisons with the situation a year ago are possible. Study 
of these figures shows some interesting changes in the pic- 
ture as it existed last year. 

In June, 1926, several cars now on the market were 
not being registered—Erskine, Falcon-Knight, La Salle 
and Wolverine. {n June of this year, Erskine registered 
852 cars; Falcon-Knight, 834; LaSalle, 1,362, and Wol- 
verine, 451. In what follaws, the Erskine ought to be 
considered with Studebaker; LaSalle with Cadillac, and 
Wolverine with Reo, in figuring the general increase or 
decrease shown by the several companies. 

Ford registrations totaled 104,550 in June, 1926. and 
39,794 in June of this year, a decrease of 64,756, or well 
over 60 per cent. Chevrolet registered 64.848 in June of 
this year, compared with 47,238 in June, 1926. This shows 
an increase of 17,610 cars, or a little under 28 per cent.

The extent of its flatness is revealed by the fact that com- 
panies in this general territory, representing by far the 
greatest production, show a trifle over 50,000 registrations 
less this year than last. How big a part the Ford played in 
the picture is shown by the fact that decrease in Ford regis- 
trations exceeded the total decrease of the companies in the 
territory by well over 14,000 cars. 

Of the twenty-one companies listed, only eight 
show increase, with Chevrelet looming largest in the 
figures. 

Manufacturers in this territory number twenty-four of

TEXAS BUS LINES 


Dallas-Ft. Worth Lines. 
To Be Combined to 


Improve Service 


USTIN, TEX., Aug. 30.—The 

Texas Railroad Commission 
has formally approved the trans- 
fer of the interests of some six- 
teen independent operators of bus 
fines between Dallas and Fort 
Worth to a Fort Worth erganiza- 
tion, which is understood to rep- 
resent the owners and operators 
of the Dallas-Fort Worth interur- 
ban lines and which will operate 
the bus line between the two cities 
paralleling the interurban com- 
panies’ lines, thus giving control | 
of local traffic between Dallas 
and Fort Worth to one company 
and its subsidiaries. 

This would appear to establish a 
precedent in Texas that railways 
and interurban lines may paral- 
lel their tracks with bus lines and 
thus eliminate competition. 

In granting the permit to the in- | 
terurban subsidiary company the 
railroad commission quotes. the 
Texas law in justification of its ac- | 
tion, saying: “The law provides that 
any right, privilege, permit or cer- 
tificate held, owned or obtained by 
any motor bus company under the 
act may be sold, assigned, leased or 
transferred with the approval of the | 
Railroad Commission.”

The stock on hand and sales 
If properly main- 
tained, the form provides the per- 
petual inventory. Properly kept 
stock records are important in tire 
merchandising. for they not only 
answer the question as to whether 
the car dealer should handle tires, 
but indicate the. capital invested, 
the turnover and the profits or 
losses.
